Dr Hambro expressed admira~

THREE SOLUTIONS 

Dr Hambro said there wero 
threa possible = solutlons—tre-~

Voluntary repatration to 
China was not acceptable to the 
refugees, he sald. So far as 
emigration was concerned, 1{t 
might be possible to negotiate 
with tho Nationalist Chinese 
authorities lm Formosa, but there 
were difficulties In the path of 
Chinese emigration to other 
countries. 

Por Integratlon, ccmsidernble 
funds would be necdvd to help 
the refugees with loans and 
grants, ond Dr Hambro suggast~ 
od that: sum of approximately 
US$10,000,000 might be required 
for this purpose.
